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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 5-10, 12-14, 16-21, 31-44 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 5,9, 16, 20, the prior art of the record fails to show or fairly suggest a 
mounting assembly for mounting a camera to a support structure, said assembly comprising: 
wherein said second bracket defines at least one arcuate slot and said assembly further includes a 
fastener extending through said arcuate slot and engaging said first bracket, wherein 
repositioning said fastener in said arcuate slot rotates said first bracket relative to said second 

bracket about said first axis, in combination with other claim elements. 

Claims 6-7, 31-33 are allowed for the reason given in claim 5. 
Claims 10, 12-14, 34-36 are allowed for the reason given in claim 9. 
Claims 17, 18, 37-40 are allowed for the reason given in claim 16. 
Claims 21, 41-44 are allowed for the reason given in claim 20. 

Regarding claims 8, 19, the prior art of the record fails to show or fairly suggest a 
mounting assembly for mounting a camera to a support structure, said assembly comprising 
wherein said second bracket defining at least one arcuate slot, a fourth fastener extending 
through said arcuate slot and engaging said first bracket wherein repositioning said fourth 
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fastener in said arcuate slot rotates said first bracket relative to said second bracket about said 
first axis, in combination with other claim elements.
